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EED to find something published 

earlier this year in TEXTILE CHEM- 
IsT AND CoLoristT? This index can 
help you locate it quickly either by 
author or by subject matter. 

For example, if you know that the 
article was written by Word, a check 
of the INDEx oF AUTHORS shows Eliza- 
beth L. Word as the author of Title 1. 
The INDEX OF TITLES, in turn, identi- 
fies Title 1 as “The Role of Textiles 
in Personal Injury Burn Cases” and 
shows that it was published 1-19/1 
(1=the January issue; 19 the page 
number in the January issue; and the 
1 following the virgule (/) the con- 
tinuous pagination for calendar year 
1977). 

If you don’t know who wrote the 
article, you can still locate it easily by 
using the Key TERM INDEx. You 
know, for example, that the article has 
to do with flammability. A check of 
flammability in the Key TERM INDEX 
will give you the title numbers of all ar- 
ticles on flammability. 

To make it even easier to locate, 
Title 1 also carries other key terms— 
i.e., burn injuries, ITT (Institute of 
Textile Technology) burn injury study. 
A cross-check between broader, more 
general key terms (flammability) and 
more specific terms (burn injuries, burn 
injury study) will narrow the search 
considerably. 

For example, the key term flam- 
mability might offer the titles of a 
dozen articles, burn injuries might cite 
half that number, and burn injury 
study only one or two. You then look 
for the only title number common to 
all three key terms: 


Flammability 
Burn Injuries. 


Since Title 1 is the only article com- 
mon to all three key terms, it will pro- 
vide the information you are seeking.
